This i* in reply to your letter* dated December 26, 1966, and January 
2 and 11, 1967, inquiring about various records of the Warren Com- 
mission. 

We have by now furnished you copies of many of these items . The only 
report by Special Agents O'Neill and Sibert relating to the autopsy of 
President Sasaedy that we have found is the report of November 26, 1963 > 
with which you are probably familiar, leports relating to Father McChann 
are in Scsadasioa Document 854 (Secret Service Control Ho. 1426), CD 945, 
g® 1C85, page two. Copies of these will be furnished to you if you 
do not already have copies of then. I mjderstand that the Zspruder camera 
has been shown to you. We shall he pleased to show you also the test bul- 
lets and other bullets or bullet fragments among the records of the Cam- 
■dLssicn. The remaining records referred to in your letter of December 26, 
1966, of which copies have not been furnished to you, are not in the 
National Archives. 

We have found a report of an interview with Malcolm Couch on November 27, 
1963, by Special Agents Anderson and Basham (CD 5, page 18), but none by 
Agents Patters on and Keutzer. Enclosed is a copy of a report of an in- 
terview with Shcsas Dillard by Agent Keutzer. Reports of other interviews 
with Dillard or relating to Mm are in CD 1317 (by Agent Yelchak on 
July 21, 1964); CD 1348, peg® *»2j asad CD 1395, pages 29-35° Copies of 
these reports! will be furnished to you if you want then. So reports 
relating to A. J. L'Hoste ar® filed «&er Ms nass. 

There is a copy of one of the tm Sborsan pictures in CD 87. Copies of 
the other ifeoraan picture, the Betzner pictures, and the Hughes, Couch, 
and Underwood, film* are not in the National Archives. It appears from 
Thomas Dillard's earlier testimony (VI Hearings 196) that he took two 
pictures of the School Book Depository. No record of the furnishing 
of a third picture of the Depositary to the Coemission has been found. 
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The pferasa “referring to telegram," .which is in brackets in the 
published testimony of Mrs. (VH 506), i s typed

of the CoMission. Enclosed is a copy of a letter written by the 
Oeaersi Counsel of the Ceg$issi©s which contains & description of 
Mrs. Kennedy's reference to her hmbsnd’s wound* in answer to a 
request similar to your request for a paraphrase of this reference 
to the wads.
